pounds. 


Dr. E. W. Oudger of the American 


Museum of Natural History writes of 


the giant ray In Science, and says that 
naturalists who have described it 
differ as to whether it has a large 
spine or .iting on Its tall. 
The one 


caught at Block island had none, but 
there was a wound on the tall where 
a spine was said to have been torn 
off. 
The late Theodore Gill, dean of 


American Ichthyologists, doubted the 
spine, as have other writers, although 
some naturalists picture it with one.

distinction of having the only living 
man on record ever shot clear through 
the body with an Indian arrow, the 
arrow passing through his body and 
Into the body of hts brother, pinning 
the two together. He is Nat Martin. 
He is now a retired farmer, living in 
Hastings, seventy-four years of age, 
strong and husky, and rather enjoys 
exhibiting the arrows, showing the 
wound in his side, and telling of the 
incident. 


He and his brother, Robert, lived 


with their parents about 15 miles 
northwest of Hastings on n homestead. 
They had been with their father In a 
field all day making hay. It waS to- 
ward evening when nine Indians rode 
up on ponies, bent on stealing the Mar- 
tin horses. The father, who was on 
one load of hay, began shooting, and 
wounded two or three of the braves.

SURPLUS CUCUMBERS BRINED ARE 


SUPERIOR FOR VARIOUS PICKLES 


Pouring the Brine on the Pickles. 


(Prepared by the United State* Department 
of Agriculture » 


"Salt pickles" should be the basis 


of other kinds of pickled cucumbers 
except dills. Whatever the final dis- 
position—as sour, sweet or mixed— 
the cucumbers should first receive a 
perfect curing in brine. 
Attempts to 


use short cuts or to make pickles 
"over night" are based on an er- 
roneous conception as to what really 
constitutes a pickle. 


Directions for Salt Pickles. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture gives the following direc- 
tions for making salt pickles: 


Pack washed cucumbers in a clean 


stone Jar. For tins purpose use only 
the straight-sided, open-topped Jars. A 
narrow-neck jar Is not satisfactory 
for tills purpose. The four-gallon size 
holds about 12 pounds of cucumbers. 
Cover with six quarts of a 10 per cent 
or 40 degrees brine (one pound of salt 
to nine pints of water.) At the time 
of making up the brine, or not later 
than the following clay, add more stilt 
at the rate of one pound for every ten 
pounds of cucumbers used. 
For 12 


pounds of cucumbers add one pound 
three ounces of salt to maintain the 
strength of the brine. Cover with a 
round board or plate and on top of 
this place a weight heavy enough to 
keep the cucumbers well below the 
surface. At the end of one week and 
of each succeeding week for five 
weeks add for this amount of cucum- 
bers one-fourth pound of salt. In 
adding salt always place it on the 
cover. *If the salt Is added directly 
to the brine it may sink to the bottom, 
as a result of which tire salt solution 
at the bottom would be very strong, 
while near the surface it might be so 
weak that the pickles would spoil. A 
scum, made up usually of wild yeasts 
and molds, will form on the surface. 
This should be skimmed off. 


If pirkles prepared In this way are 


well covered by the brine and If the 
surface remains clean they should 
keep indefinitely. After a partial soak- 
Ing In water to remove excess of salt, 
these cucumbers may be eaten as salt 
pickles. 
Many prefer them In this 


fornu 
Most people, however, like 


them better after they have been 
given an additional treatment in vine- 
gar, or In vinegar combined with sugar 
and spices. 


If the salt pickles are to be made 


into sour, sweet or mixed pickles, the 
salt shonld bo to a great extent, 
though not completely, removed by 
processing. This Is done by heating 
them slowly, covered with water, to 
120 degrees F., and holding them at 
that temperature 10 or 12 hours, stir- 
ring frequently. It may be necessary 
to repeat this process several times 
until the product tastes right. After 
processing, they should be drained 
well and covered at once with good 
clear vinegar of 40 to 60-graln strength 
(4 to 6 per cent of acetic acid). Fruit 
vinegars may be used If they are well 
filtered. If veiy sour pickles are pre- 
ferred It would be well to use n 40- 
grain vinegar at first, and after a 
week or ten days transfer the pickles 
to a vinegar of the strength desired. 


Sweet Pickles. 


To make sweet pickles the cucum- 


bers are covered after 
processing 


with ^negar In which sugar Is dis- 
solved and usually spices. The amount 
of sugar may vary from four to ten 
pounds to the gallon of vinegar. Too 
much sugar shrivels and toughens the 
cucumbers. If a liquor containing 
more than four pounds of sugar to the 
gallon is desired it would be best not 
to exceed that amount at first but 
gradually to add sugar until the de- 
sired concentration is obtained. 


Spices are practically always added 


in making sweet pickles. These should 
not, however, be used in too large a 
quantity. One ounce of whole mixed 
spices to four gallons of pickles is a 
good proportion. 
Add the required 


amount of spice to the vinegar and 
hold it at the boiling point for not 
longer than one-half hour. Heating 
too long darkens the vinegar. Filter 
out the spices by pouring through 
cheesecloth. Sugar may be added at 
tills time. 


Mixed Pickles. 


Various combinations of vegetables 


are used for making mired pickles: 
Onions, cauliflower, green peppers, to- 
matoes and beans may be added to 
cucumbers. 
All the vegetables 4ised 


should first be properly cured in brine 
in the same way as cucumbers. Very 
small vegetables or cut pieces are 
preferable. 


In no case should a hot brine be 


used to . start a fermentation. It 
would probably kill the organisms 
present and prevent fermentation.

Ashbaugh, the latte* be- 
ing identified as a native of Gettys- 
burg- These pictures may be seen by 
anyone who has any recollection of 
these men. It is thot that Mat Kirk- 
man was known in Gettysburg, be* 
tween 1860 and 1873, and that he was 
a friend there of George Ashbaugh, of 
Gettysburg.

The atmospheric phenomenon Is suld 
to have lasted for about a minute. 
Only a tiny streak of light at first. It 
became beautifully colored as It neared 
eartli and at times appeared to halt 
momentarily In space, adopt a new 
course, then zig-zag bade again. 


The meteor fell Into the'Sea, about 
fi mJle oft shore, at Seaside Park, 35 
miles south of here, with an explosion 
that shook residences and threw spray 
to a groat height. 
Volumes of steam 
then arose, and, drifting ashore, nnu- 
peated many. 


The meteor is described as having 
the appearance of n gigantic airplane 
on fire.

Neb,—Hastings has the 
distinction of liaving the only living 
man on record ever shot clear through 
the body with an Indian arrow, the 
arrow passing through his body and 
Into the body of his brother, pinning 
the two togetJier. 
He is Nat ISIartin. 
He is now a retired farmer, living in 
Hastings, seventy-four years of age, 
strong and husky, and rather enjoys 
exhibiting tlie arrows, 
showing the 
wound In Ills side, and telling of the 
Incident, 


He and his brother, Robert, lived 
with 
their 
parents 
about 15 miles 
northwest of Hastings on a homestead. 
They had been with their father in a 
il(»ld all day making hay. It waS to- 
ward evening when nine Indians rode 
up on ponies, bent on stealing the Mar- 
tin horses. 
The father, wlio was on 
one load of hay, began shooting, and 
wounded two or three of the braves. 


One, slipping behind the wagon, and 
shooting 
through the hay, wounded 
the father. 


Father Wounded First. 


Though wounded, he kept on shoot- 
ing as best Jie could as the horses ran 
on toward the house. The boys, riding 
together on a horse, started also for 
home. The Indians tried to head them 
off. but falling, began shooting from 
behind. 


The first arrow lodged In Nat's right 
elbow, wedging its head in between 
the bones of the Joint, and the shaft 
was broken off. The second arrow en- 
tered his back, just under the shoulder- 
blade next to the backbone, 
passed 
through the right Uing, came out be- 
low the right breast, and stuck into 
Robert's backbone, 
pinning the two 
together. 


, 
Escaped Being Scalped. 


Tlie third 
arrow 
grazed his hip, 
making a slight 
ilesh 
wound, and 
lodged in Robert's hip. Thus pinned 
together the boys rode on until faint 
from the wounds and loss of blood 
they fell from the horse. 
In falling, 
the arrow was pulled through Nat's 
body. 
The Indians came up, thought 
they were dead or would soon die, 
and when one Indian suggested scalp- 
ing them, an old brave replied: "Pa- 
poose scalp no good. No lionor to kill 
papoose." 


Thought Boys Dead. 


The fatlier, seeing the boys fall and 
supposing them dead, took the other 
members of the family and fled for 
safety to Fort Kearney. 
Meeting a 
train of wagons he came back with 
them to recover the bodies of his boys. 
The boys, in the meantime, managed 
to crawl to the barn, where they were 
found next morning and their wounds

cuts or to make 
pickles 
"over 
nlglit" are based on an er- 
roneous conception as to what really 
constitutes a pickle. 


Directions for Salt Pickles! 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture gives tlie following direc- 
tions for making salt pickles: 


Pack washed cucumbers In a clean 
stone Jar. For this purpose use only 
the straight-sided, open-topped Jars. A 
nnrrow-neck jar is not satisfactory 
for this purpose. 
The four-gallon size 
holds about 12 pounds of cucumbers. 
Cover with six quarts of a 10 per cent 
or 40 degrees brine (one pound of salt 
to nine pints of water.) 
At the time 
of making up the brine, or not later 
than the following day, add more salt 
at the rate of one pound for every tvn 
pounds of cucumbers used. 
For 12 
pounds of cucumbers add one pound 
three ounces of salt to maintain the 
strength of the brine. 
Cover witli a 
round board or plate and on top of 
this place a weight heavy enough to 
keep the cucumbers well below the 
surface. At the end of one week and 
of 
each 
succeeding 
week 
for five 
weeks add for this amount of cucum- 
bers 
one-fourth pound 
of 
salt. 
In 
adding salt 
always place It on the 
cover. *If the salt Is added directly 
to tiie brine It may sink to the bottom, 
as a result of wJiJch th'e salt solution 
at the bottom would be vei*y strong, 
while near the surface It might be so 
weak that the pickles would spoil. A 
scum, made up usually of wild yeasts 
and molds, will form on the surface. 
IIjIs should be skimmed off. 


If pickles prepared In this way are 
well covered by the brine and if tlie 
surface 
remains 
clean 
they 
should 
ke^p Indefinitely. After a partial soak- 
ing in water to remove excess of saU, 
these cucumbers may be eaten as salt 
pickles. 
Many 
prefer them in this 
fornu 
Most 
people, 
howe\'er, 
like 
them 
better 
after 
they 
have 
been 
given an additional treatment in vine- 
gar, or in vinegar combined with sugar 
and spices. 


If the salt pickles are to be made 


into sour, sweet or mixed pickles, the 
salt 
should bo to a great 
extent, 
though not completely, 
removed by 
processing. 
This Is done by heating 
them slowly, covered with water, to 
120 degrees F., and holding them at 
that temperature 10 or 12 hours, stir- 
ring frequently. It may be necessary 
to repent this process several 
times 
until the product tastes right. 
After 
processing, 
they 
should be drained 
well and covered at once with good 
clear vinegar of 40toG0-graln strength 
(4 to 6 per cent of acetic acid). 
Fruit 
vinegars may be used if they are well 
filtered. 
If vei;y sour pickles are pre- 
ferred it would be well to use n 40- 
grain vinegar at 
first, and after a 
week or ten days transfer the pickles 
to a vinegar of the strength desired. 


Sweet Pickles. 


To make sweet pickles the cucum- 
bers 
are covered 
after 
processing 
with vinegar in which sugar is dis- 
solved and usually spices. The amount 
of sugar may vary from four to ten 
pounds to the gallon of vln#>gar. Too 
much sugar shrivels and toughens the 
rucumbers. 
If a 
liquor 
containing 
more than four pounds of sugar to tlie 
gallon is desired it would be l>est not 
to exceed that amount at first but 
gradually to add sugar until the de- 
sired concentrAtion Is obtained. 


Spices are practically always added 
in making sweet pickles. These should 
not, however, be used in too large a 
quantity. 
One ounce of whole mixed 
spices to four gallons of pickles is a 
good proportion. 
Add the required 
amount of spice to the vinegar and 
hold It at the boiling point for not 
longer than one-half hour. 
Heating 
too long darkens the vinegar. 
Filter 
out the spices by pouring 
through 
cheesecloth. 
Sugar may be added at 
tills time. 


Mixed Pickles. 


Various combinations of vegetables 
are used for moJcing mixed pickles: 
Onions, caullfknver, green peppers, to- 
matoes and beans may be added to 
cucumbers. 
All the vegetables 4ised 
should first be properly cured in brine 
in the same way as cucumbers. 
Very 
small 
vegetnb4es or cut pieces are 
preferable. 


In IK) case should a hot brine be 
used 
to . start 
a 
fermentation.
